THE MEDITGURANEAN. 

Marseilles, April 11. 

More than ordinary precaution* an being 
tokao not only at Marseille*, but at Toulon, to 
prevent the introduction of the Criruata fever 
into France. The British steamer Columbian, 
Captain Atkini, which aailed from 
nople on the 2Sth or March, baring on 
332 French soldiers discharged from toe hos- 
pital,, arrived hen to-day, carrying the yellow 
flag at the foretopmut. On her passage front 
Constantinople to Malta, which *he n aooed on 
tha id, ihe lent several or her paaaengert by 
•ickne*i. She left at Malta 32 aoldieri and 10' 
of her crew lerioiuly indisposed. Baton her 
arrival at Toulon a lis loat more toldten, and 
hiving landed 40 others , *he wa* placed in qrtv 
rami no. She tailed from Toulon thi* morning;, 
still in quarantine, bhortly after her arrival in 
the port of the Jolittto the Prefect of tbe De- 
partment, driving round the harbour, o be tared 
the Columbian, and immediately called to the 
officer of health on duty to know tht reaaon 
why a i hip carrying the yellow flag ihould be 
surf, red in the port. It waa explained to him 
that, having loat a number of aoldieri an haw 
passage by lickne*.. she bad been pL d In 
quarantine at Toulon, and waa now pre/crating 
to land the remainder of her pujenger* at tbe 
laxantto of Ihe Frioul. The Prelect wu much 
gratified at seeing the Columbian atoim out ot 
tne harbour. I he British Bteamer City of W*eh- 
ingtun, towing tba dipper Lard Dilhoiuie, 
■rrived at too Frioul thi* morning from Cua> 
•tantinople, havinglandad their military pais ea- 
ger, at Port Vend ri-s. When fumigate 1 thee, 
ve.selt will be admitted to pratique. The City 
if Waabingtun left tome of her crew at the hot* 
pital in th* Frioul, who had been attacked with 
fever on their puiig*. The iVeeaaarr New York, 
or Gleagow, Uapttia Craig, which tailei 
with 333 invalids from Conetnnrjnopl*,, 
on the 13rd March, arrived, on ciautr- 
day last, from Toulon, where the wa* placed 
in quarantine for three daya, having losi one 
of her passenger*, on her Toyua. She brought 
to Marseilles 1W) tool burnb»*h*)ia. The llritlth 
•teener Hammnni* arrived hire from Con. 
atantinopl. on Mond.y, with 208 military pee- 
•eoger* and a quantity of KuuUn *bo! and shell. 
She wa* admitted to panique after a few hours' 
detention at the Frioul. Tbe French steam- 
packet Meandn, which arrived here in toseaioaje 
of a heavy gal* of wind on Monday, bringing the 
Conatant'uiople mailt of tha 31*1 tilt., was, in con- 
•equtnc* ot sickness on hoard, unt to the Frioul, 
to be purified. The pauangen, with the ex- 
ception ef tb* Queen'* messenger, wan not per- 
mitted to land until Tuesday morning, A nuna- 
berof gvndarmari*, who han arrived here froem 
Paris, keep, with tbe aid of the local 
■hark look-out, and cloeely examine 
arriving here from Constantinople.

municstion between Kn gland and Auatralia could 
ba maintained at the rale of ten miles an hour, 
inrl, therafore, ought to be maintained on the 
q iitckeat and shorteet routs. The ditcunaioit 
which hn* been elicited hy (he publi«.tian of 
He. WirtWoMh'b memorial, ha* revealed 
torn* objection* to the adoption of the Diego 
Garcia route, at teest immediately, Tin low 
nature of ths uland, and the difficulty of Boding 
it in all weathers, are said to make it necessary 
tbnt a lighthouse should be erected, before it 
citn be conveniently made a mail station. Thi. 
would ciuae delay, much mors delay than would 
be necessary to establish steam eommunicatlen 
by loins other route. And as delay is above all 
thing* to be deprecated, having been indulged in 
too long already, no advantage would be gained 
by insisting an ths adoption of this particular 
route. Ths great thing is to stir the Govern- 
ment up to do something. I^t no mora time be 
lost. Let the suspended mail communicAdon he 
reatored il once by whatever route promises a 
maximum of advantage with a minimum of de- 
lay. Improvements can be enacted nfierwiidi, 
at leisure. 

The impression produced on the English mind 
by the vigorous agitation let un foot by Mr. 
WkSiwhitk. shows the importance of having 
soma efficient agency in England to 
advocate Australian interests, and is 
a leison _ that should not bs lost 
on the colonists. None of ths urnumenta now 
urged, and the force of which is being gradually 
appreciated by the Rriliah mind, are rn-iv ; they 
haie all been urged previously by the colonial 
Press. The facts which are adduced to support 
thote argument* were just a* true when the 
steam communication wis suspended, as they 
are seen to be now that that communication is 
to lie restored. It was the fact two years ags— 
a fact which could have been as distinctly seen 
then as now — that the war created no necessity 
whatever for suspending our eteim communica. 
tion with England, at leant nan* for impending 
the overland communication, the only one that 
had any reliahl". postal value. It was a 
fact that the e Learners removed from the 
Australian branch of ths Peninsular and Ori. 
enU) Company's service were sot wanted, and 
cuuld not be made available, Tor the transport 
service. Itmii fact that the Australian mail 
acrvice was given up that the China mail aarvios 
might be maintaieetl, nd that ths greaur 
interest was sacrificed to the less. The average 
yield of gold in Australia was known, and the 
importance of having that gold in England to 
supply the drain caused by the war was patent 
to ui! economists, A moment's calculation 
would have shown them, as distinctly as it is 
seen now, how important it wa* that that gold 
should be transmitted without delay. The 
Arutralian linen, with their rich homeward 
freights, have been waited for impa- 
tiently on the exchanges of England, 
but now that the war ii over and th* prsssing 
exigency for bullion past, the Britiah public are 
slowly awakening to the consciousness of the 
fact that for the past two years they have been 
" penny win and pound foolish," — that the 
gold whose arrival they hate ao anxiously looked 
for might have come to them easily in an average 
of sixty days, instead of an average of ninety 
d»yi, and that the met* intereat on tho money 
fur the thirty days would have more than imply 
subsidissd a line of hrst-elaii tttnmers. If 
these considerations hut been as vigorously 
urged two years ago as they save been now, 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company, ao far 
from being allowed to withdraw their Teissl* 
from ths Australian atrvlen, would hav* been 
compelled to put on steamer* monthly, if not 
fortnightly, and wonld have bean che«rful!y In- 
demnified for whatever cost they wets thereby 
compelled to incur. But it wa* nobody'* par- 
ticular business to represent these things in 
London at th* time, and the colonist* srwr* too 
far off lo make their voice* heard. Every an* 
wa* absorbed in the war, and consequently a 
blunder was thoughtlessly committed, the mag* 
nitude and costliness of which the dullest can 
now perceive. 



Most of our readers are aware that, after th* 
cessation of transportation to Van Dismen'e 
Land, th* Penal Settlement of Western Aus- 
tralia was aoon found to bo inadequate for (he ab- 
sorption of more than a very small proportion of 
the criminal population of Great Britain and Ire- 
land. Kven Tasmania of Latayeart had been found 
to be saturated with about one-half the number 
that Lord Grey had hoped she would willingly 
receive. It therefor* became necessary to 
devise some new scheme for the disposal of the 
convicts who had served out. or partially i erred 
out, their terms of punishment, and under the 
Duke of Ncwcastle'i idmiaiajation of the 
Colonial department the ticket- of- lea so system, 
copied from the *y*tem under the soma name 
which hod been long in operation in Tasmania, 
wa* adopted in the mother-country, with luch 
modifications as were auppoeed to adopt it lo ths 
state uf society at home. At Srst it seemed to 
succeed, Th* reformatory discipline to which 
the felon wis subjected wis supposed 
to tit him for a career of bonest industry 
in parts of the country where he was 
not known ; and cars wa* taken so to 
distribute ths ticket - of - leave hoi iters 
as to give them a fair opportunity of avoiding 
tbeir former evil courses. That some did, as in 
Tasmania, justify the expectation! h iinguinely 
entertained of them, there cannot be a doubt; 
bat after a time muiy were found to re-sppeii 
in the police-office* s.d sessions. Some were 
driven Wk (n o crime by the mark that had 
baenaet upon them, and others, becsnte crime 
was their invetirite habit. Accordingly we find 
continual complain la, both in Parliament and In 
the Press, that under the ticket-of-Leave system 
crime has increased, that the liberated men, in 
numerous instance!, return to their old course* ; 
and the question is repeatedly aaked, without 
having a* yet elicited any aatisfactory answer,— 
S What are we to da with oar criminal* ?" 

Ihe hope still linger* In th* minds of many 
that tome of the smaller colon ks may yet ba 
induced to accept "informed exiles" sent out 
sen ," sad an eye hi* olway* beta 
turned to Moreton Bay with that view. It I* 
not impossible, that Sir William Dikiio* 
may hav* been sen! bsi* a* the 
man of all other* th* most likely 
to reconcile people sorely In want of labour to 
some system of transportation under another 
name. It appear* to us, however, that Ihe dan- 
ger does not lie in that direction, and yet we 
fancy that ws an perceive, in ths itata of lb* 
public mind at horns, * thiritrasd danger of 
another character which cietnandi the vigilance 
of Australian *tat»«n*« and the Australian

tsxion ceased only when its continuance had be- 
come impossible. Sir Jon* PacnisuTon in 
defending hi* despatch of December, 'SS. an- 
nouncing the proposed dissamtiiriuance of a system 
so odious to the colonist*, gava prominence to 
- ths refusal of two of the principal officer! of 
the Government to lupport th* system of their 
votes in the Legtstature" is one among other *r- 
uumenti in favour of th* court* he had adopted 
The new administration fully endoraed hia 
viewi. 

The Land and Kmigrition Commissionen eon- 
itilute a branch of the Colonial Offics, They 
are subject to the orders of the Secret* ut of 
Sr.ATit for the Colonial Department, and they 
take their tone from the spirit of " the office." 
Large fund* are placed at their disposal from 
the Australian colonies — especially from Vic- 
toria— for the promotion of emigra-ion. Aa the 
revenues of Victoria, in spite or very clumsy 
management, are improving, the £800.000 
" borrowed" from the immigration fund by Mr. 
Fokstei may yet be restored to its ptoperusea. 
What ii to prevent the Commissiunati from 
selecting their emigrant! from among the " free 
men 1 ' who are found ao troublesome tinder the 
nam* and character of ticket-of-leave holders ? 
Transportation cannot be resumed. Exilee are 
but convicts under another name. Conditionally 
pardonrd men ire not free m»n. llui if her 
Majesty b* advised, to grant free pardons to 
licket-of-leire men, after a certain term 
of service, aa offer of ■ fie* passant? 
to th* land of gold wonld Dot be 
rejected by many of the tainted class. By this 
time the Colonial Office muat be well aware 
that free-pardoned men tent out to these colo- 
nics, would not be more likely to return to Kng- 
land than the conditianally-pudoracd. The pro- 
portion of those who return out of ony class is 
always very small. There ie nothing in the 
Colonial Office conscience to prevent the lug- 
gcslive mil-appTopriition of ihe fund* of the 
colony. The Commissioner* hav.-i conlianolly 
alluded lo the difficulty they h.ve found in 
filling their ships, and a limit quietly given to 
each ticket -of- Soave men — without tho formality 
of a regulation proclaimed to all the world— 
that he may have a free pardon and a free pas- 
)age to Australia, without any murk being aet 
•gainit his name, would certainly lessen the dif. 
Scully shove alluded to. 

The Colonial Office does not readily give up 
an idea. A lingering hops will long remain, 
that— worriwl out by wint nf labour, hy oighe, 
hours' strikes, by high wages and little work — 
the colonists may yet consent to shut their eyes 
to virtual deportation under some eulogisUc 
nam*. Trained labour wonld not 
sound bad. Who hut ■ dema- 
gogue would translate it into trios - 
poratiou? Men hove bseo deceived by 
names before now — especially if we can bring 
them to ba willing to be hoodwinked. T he 
vigilance of " the offie*" does not sleep. Every 
indication of opinion in Ihe colonies is watched 
with especial reference to the favourite 
schemes and doctrines of the Government. 
What a feather it would be in the ctp of " the 
oBes," if they could some fine day boldly an- 
swer ths question, What are we to do with our 
convicla ? The present election* in Tasmania 
will b* worked up to that *olulion, Mverj effort 
will be mod* to return men of the old pro con- 
vict party. Even a considerable minority of 
that class would re-animate th* hops* or th* 
Colonial department — eipecioil i if accompanied 
by th* defeat of some very muked men of the 
old League party. Ths honours showered upon 
Sir WlLUtiht Damioir at and before hie de- 
parture are recorded in Downlng-atreaL The 
petition in favour of a renewal af bis term of 
office, unanswered by anything that could be 
conaujutd into an expression of opinion on the 
other side. Then came ihe testimonial, alio 
nouns wet id by even th* faintest expression of 
dissent. Do the people of Australia believe 
that then '■signs of th* time." remain unre- 
corded*

each plan prepared independently, and the 
authors of each folly competent, by 
official position and experience, to furnish 
valuable suggestions. But there is on* man 
resident amongst u* pre-eminently able, by hi* 
past career, to give advice ; and that il the gentle- 
man who, for a quarter of a century, ha* held an 
official position In this colony, and who. far 
many years, h u been at the head of th* ad- 
ministrative stair There may be person* better 
fitted to draw ap theoretical form* of sdmini*- 
traUae, and wltri larger acquaintance with the 
philosophy of government than Mr.

Wg ecrpied, 1 fortnieht »go, an articlsj from the 
I'eraaa^t J/trmM, lit May 3, glvlna; an aecutoi t .«T the 
rHumpdon of hostilities between the uatira tribea in 
the Province of New l lyinctiih, and within t re miles 
of the eesrn. U tha huatilltioa which tbeatloolt place, 
l'iripi, Iks us of the chief of the NgntirojutiL tribe, 
who had silted bittHbf with Katatore, the lender of 
the turbulent party, was killed, and, aa was expected, 
thii has brought to Kstatote's ounp a sbruiur reiu- 
fereement of the Kgitintanui, who will aewk kta for 
the death of the eon of their chief. 

Immediately the deatk of Firipi was krrown In his 
people, who rwsdda to the south ward of New Plymouth, 
they resolved to reinforee Kataton with ail their 
dgllting eoefi, and rumours have ever since been 
site In New Plymouth of their intended march, and 
the force- which they oawUl bring into the tit-Id. lty 
Homo persons this force was estieaated OS high aa flofl 
to 700, but those who ware better infonueu on the 
l-.ibj.'t-t were of opinion that 404 was that geentcat 
number of warriors the tribe; could muster ; but all 
agreed that a nuns Aeroe And savage body of idt'it, 
mure hostile to the European aettlemont In this colony, 
could not be found in New Zealand. 

On the 4th instant, about 400 of tho Ngatlruanul ac- 
cordingly joined Katatore at his pa, about six miles 
north of the town t but by avoiding the town in their 
march, and travelling through the bush, their imme- 
diate presence was not known in New Plymouth until 
the morning of the 5lh. As the object of 
their Joaimej wsa to assist Katatore to attack 
the small body of natives fTtnrtilly to the 
Europeans who hove intrenched themselves in the 
Ninia pa, so they lost no time in rotnincncing 
hnati liriea after their arrival ; for on the day 
fallowing (Tuesday, the 0th). about one o'clock, s larKc 
bodv of the enemy- emerged frnm a wood shout n mile 
to ike eastward of the pa of Arams Karaka, towards 
whiish they pmosedrtl. Ho aoon aa th* enemy 
was perceived from the Keoia pa, akirmiahrra were 
sent out to check the advance nf tho hostile party, and 
a briar, thing was begun on both aides, evon before they 
came within gun-shot of each other. This tnsybea 
M Ri>ri eustoni uf giving denanoe, but wsa a very foolish 
proceeding on t he port of the frirndty natives, whoso 
stock of ftipmunillon Is sold to be very small. At tho 
time Katatiira mn $ n ^ Ngfttimanal allies cuirjmerit-cd 
this attack on Arams Karaka aad his pony, the 
writer (if this was in the ps, inspecting ths fortihea. 
tiona i bul when the firing began, he wss HsiueateJ 
by Arams Karelin to leave and put himself out of 
Ihe way of Danger, As the enemy approached to. 
word* the pa at a right angle from the road which led 
towarda the town, we had nn difficulty in making enr 
way into Sew Plymouth without encountering the 
enemy, although In previous skirmishes mullet balls 
have a era Bit netghbou-ing cottages en the road side, 
tad lookers-cm are said to have had narrow escapes, 



The stili na of the steamer tho seme 
vented us from learning; wnrtbvT (he battle became a 
general one, tar whether what we saw was intended as 
a icconnoitretng attack, nnd only the prelintinary to a 
regular assault on the pa, deferred for a future day.

Many peraorts on the spot think lhat so long as Aram a 
K *™kJhJ« ammunition he will bo able sucrcMfully 
to hold his position against any force Katatnrc can 
bring ajauiat him. The pa in certainly stii.ngiy forii. 
fled alter the native foahiun, and thnse who attempt to 
approach it would hava to fare a deadly, and nt the 
aanao time a well protected fire ; but altrtuiigh. wo fed 
ill qualilted to offar an opinion on the aubteet, it cer- 
tainly appeared tii us that the pa might easily be car- 
ried by a resnlute bndy of men ; or, were a nm-hmnd 
applied to any pari of the storksde, from the highly 
uinaanmiiblc matcriala used In its construction, the fire 
would spread no rapidly that the pa itself would mil 
long bo tenable. 

Thexuiiree taken by tho (iarcrnmcnt .hrnughnut 
Una uWisppy strniig'. has only tendcj lo complicate 
nth,* than paeveni the war.

Taa following description of this novel Invention, with 
Its mode of opomliun. is token frum a lerairn delivered 
lately m Boston, United Stales, by Major 11. II. |33 
•nd reported at length in the Hasten Cuis-iir:— 

The Nautilus, said the lecturer, Is almuar in iu form 
to a common " S: ill," a form which allowi the centre 
of buoyancy and the centre of gravity U be as far 
apart as possible. It La boilt of put* Irtm, rtvetted 
titgrtrmrliki a steam boiler 1 by cocoas of partitions 
portion! 1 of twti 1 of the oppoaite sides are cut off from 
tho inside, » that instead of the interior being circular 
tike the outside, It ia in the farm of a room sipinre on 
two sides and currei like the hell at the two ends. Hy 
this arrnngctnciil there ire three distinct chambers, the 
central one being for the engineer and vroikmon, while 
lh(»c at the tare sides may he tilled with water or air 
st the option of tlio engineer, as ho wishes 10 render it 
mure or teas buoyant. All of these chambers have 
separate connections by means nf vnlvei with the 
sir pipe frutu the vessel The bottom of the Xautilns 
ia used open, but may be closed bv ntcaiu of a 
cover which may he shut ilown wiih n ring of India 
rubber packing, and be mode tight by eJomna. This 
Ut the coac when It ia being towed by a vessel— when 
It Is brought to tho surface., and when it ia lowered to 
Its work. The engineer and his iiaiatanli enter 
through a man -hole at tho top, which hi then rinsed, 
and ou opvtilntj the T alvea the air escapes, nnd the 
water enters tho side chambers and tho bell ileseuntls

Having thus explained tho main features of its con- 
struction, the lei-lun'r neat proceeded tu Illustrate 119 
aitaptatioit to rugirw'ring puriioaei, such os the laying 
itfinsjonry under water, levelling uf pile foundslioni, 
drilling ami bLaling rocks, tie. A lirBi-clnsi Nautilus 
has. nn adjusuble lifiing nowev of air trans, siione 
when immersed iu watei, loses atta thiril uf its wciglit; 
If, tlictcfure, a stone woighittg als tons be attached t 
the bottom of the Nniitiliirt, nntl the engineer opens tho 
air valves of the asie chsmbcra so as 10 force out Leo 
thousand potinda, or lit e totia. of water, tho atono 
will be lifted by the buoyant power uf the Sauli 
l«S ""'I floated with tas* to it, [maltiuii nn the sub- 
marine wall or pier. Tlie actual lone reigjiired to da 
this may he judged frnm Ihe fact thst the sides them 
selves may be tilled with water in one and a half 
niuautea, and the wateT suuicientfy dischiiTEred to lift 
live tonn in laru miitutes. This has been prnved by 
repeated crticricucnts. snd at Ihe Gosptirt miry yard 
the whole lime ttecunied in lnytug tluee blocks uf 
slunc, ewh sa* thirty-throe cubic feot, waa but thirty, 
nvu minutes from the lime the workmen entered tht 
Nautilus until thry were sgBm at Ihu surfaee, arith 
the work sorains pll. had. With the onbi»rv diving, 
bell, SJU cubic lajet per day area the average amount of 
stone laid hy the men, at t cost of 40 dollars g 
whereas the saino men, in the Xautilna, laid nearly 
Its) cubic feet in thlrly-Svo minutes, whuh, alter 
making all reasonable allowances, Lt nn sstontahing 
result in favour of the Kantilua. These atatcmcnts 
rest on the utBrial report of the engineer of the Uosport 
navy yard to tho governuaent, 

Einerience haa proved that with the rasutiliis stone 
may be | ,»| at low eiBCiue under water than cm land, 
and a wall forty feet high can be built iifty feel under 
water cheaper than a similar wall cau ntissihly be Inilt 
upon the shoi?. As fur insUuiue, a csiason or raft mav 
be huilt with air ehoniucrs arranged on each end to 
receive air or water aa in tha Nautilus, of sumcient 
siae to receive 10(1 or 130 tons of stone from the vessel 
or boat, iTiUt may he let down with ita load to the 
moat convenient place, and the atones taken, one by 
one, by the Nautilus, and floated to their place ia ths 
structure. The loss of one-third of tlio weight of the 
scone in the water — the ease with which the stone is 
lifted by tha sir, compared with the derrick, renders it 
tolf. .evident to the mind of any person that the sdvan. 
tsgca in favour of laying stone hy the Nautilus under 
water are very great. The cost of labduf nr power to 
supply the caisson with air to convey 100 tons of 
stoTie, in the manner propotod. is not more 
than twenty- Ave coma fur each trip I or a rjuartet 
nf a dollar to send down 1 'J tons of stone 
10 the most favourable position near tlie wall. 

The pumps for the supply of air are operated hy a 
steam engine, and aro capable of furnishing lUO.OXK) 
feet af cubic, air per hour. This is one of the most im- 
portant auxiliaries for the Nautilus, as this large supply 
of nirallaws it to be used with great Burcess iiitheiauing 
of sunken vessels. By an ingenious meehnnicnl contri- 
vance, I arge eycholta may be tercaved into tlie principal 
timbers or the thin, by the workmen In the Lei I ; to 
these eycboHa camels, wliirh arc strong India-rubber 
cloth haps, may he attached and then inflated with air 
ffmtW Nautilus, and fhading out tho weight of the 
vestal and cargo From the owners, or msnifoit, it ia eaay 
T/i calculate the buoyant lauweira of camels required tu 
raise it to the sorfoes. Camels have been much used, 
nnd are a beautiful sdatitounn of the sir to mechanical 
purposes. Ab generally used, hoiwicr, thev are apt 
to Lrurst cm reaching the surface nnd let the vessel 
fall again to lis old position. This sritcs from the 
"Camel" hoing inflated under the prcasure of thn 
water, whlrh at thirty feel is fifteen pom Is on avory 
scpisre inch 1 on rising to the surface, this whole pres- 
sure it removed tad the air expands to such a degree 
as li, hurat the sUongvsl fabric of which Ihe onsets are 
made. By uaing the principle of the Nautilus this 
force is eqaalisesi as the cainela rise, and ihc vessel is 
rsiscd with sscutity. Or several el thu "Nautilus" 
mny he attached 10 different parts of the ship and used 
instead of the rasncls. 

It ia found that tho larger the Nautilus, tho easier 
it la to manage as to buoyancy, Ite. The largci 
which has yet heen constructed is thirteen feet 
diameter, anil can be ensiia|r,ed with greater ease than 
those of smaUcr slae, because its aiac renders it less 
sensible to Ihe minute changes of sir or water in^ the 
side ehumlters. The enormous supply of air, alao, 
allows the use of a small cuginr inside the hell, like 
steam engine, to be operated by air, by which a saw 
may be worked to cut the autuurrged piles, or to ope- 
mte a drill for making holes in corks to 
roceivo tin caniritcTS it lied -with powder, 
and prepared with galvanic wires tbr 
Idasting, M, Mallcfort blaated the rocks in "IIut1 
Gate " bv ptcploding Large canisters of powder on the 
surfaee nf tht rucks, relying upon the aupertneiiiat cut, 
water f,.r the reault. Eminent engineers nave cnlou- 
laled that the forte ofthe blsst is Increased 35 1-1 per 
cent, bv a cnliimn of waU-v ; hence, as it is blind bv 
trial, lhat 7 i feci of two.inch boles can ko drilled 
under water iu one hour, the rtfecl nai economy of 
drilling and lilaating tho rods by the aid of the Natl, 
i ibis must be muc), greater than hy the proems nf kl. 
Mnilefurl. . 

In working the Nautilus, two gangs of men sre 
issrd, which sre changed every four hours ; and as en 
evidence that there ia nothing unpleasant or duuigrce- 
ai*. in labouring in the Ml, the workmen prefer tn 
work in thn bell iii twelve or nfteen fathotns, than In 
the engine room on deck. 

The cost of loving stone for the Railrauvl Briilge
